The store has teamed up 
with Sandwell Council and 
Jobcentre Plus to form the 
partnership with the aim of 
filling a third of the positions 
with local people. People can 
now apply for the jobs 
through the Jobcentre. 

The remaining positions 
at the store will be adver¬ 
tised later on Tesco’s 
website. The store is due to 
open in June and Jonathan 
Simpson, Tesco corporate 
affairs manager, said: “The 
store provides an opportu¬ 
nity to improve job prospects 
and training for local people. 

“We have selected this 
store as part of our regener¬ 
ation partnership initiative 
that involves working with 
local channels to increase 
opportunities for people who 
have struggled to secure 
employment. 

“Successful applicants 
will undertake an eight 
week training scheme.” 

Joy as firm 
creates jobs 

ALMOST 100 jobs will be 
created at a Black Country 
automotive firm this year. 

Cab Automotive Ltd in 
Tipton has been boosted by 
Jaguar Land Rover’s expan¬ 
sion and funding from the 
Government’s £1 billion 
Regional Growth Fund.

Teams get stuck in to tackle potholes 


It comes a week after the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency announced plans to 
redevelop the nearby 
Sandwell College building 
under another major 
scheme.

Jefferson. 

Protect 

Planning documents sub¬ 
mitted with the application 
state: “The careful and sen¬ 
sitive restoration and repair 
and commercial/residential 
development of Astle House 
will protect the building for 
the future. 

“The proposal will be to 
regenerate the building and 
create a viable future for 
Astle House whilst protect¬ 
ing its Grade II listing.” 

Borough jobs boss, Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley, said: 
“We welcome any develop¬ 
ment that brings both trade 
to the town centre and 
people living there. 


“There is nothing better 
than people living on or close 
to the High Street, and this 
is another example of the 
ongoing regeneration that is 
taking place in West 
Bromwich. ” 

Ninder Johal from 
Sandwell Chamber of Com¬ 
merce added: “Although 
Sandwell was unsuccessful 
in getting anything from the 
Portas bid, much emphasis 
has been placed on trying to 
get our town centres looking 
right. 

“I think from a Black 
Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership perspective it is 
great news for the entire 
Black Country.” 

Last month it emerged the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency was planning apart¬ 
ments, shops and a hotel for 
part of the High Street to 
incorporate the old Sandwell 
College building. 

It is hoped the new 
schemes will bring new life 
back to the far end of the 
High Street. 

It was feared that part of 
town could face a decline 
once the £200m New Square 
shopping and leisure devel¬ 
opment opens at the other 
side of the town.

MORE than 200 potholes have been 
repaired in Sandwell since specialist 
squads of workmen began a blitz fol¬ 
lowing the big freeze. 

But the council warns it could take 
up to three weeks before the job is fin¬ 
ished. 

Four two-man squads have been 
touring the borough to repair the 
damaged roads since Monday. 

And now two extra two-man squads 
have been added to boost the opera¬ 


tion. And Mark Davis, Sandwell 
Council’s highways and lighting super¬ 
visor, who is overseeing the operation, 
said: “We expect it to take two to three 
weeks. 

“The number they can do in a day 
depends on the size of the pothole. But 
we are determined to get the job done.” 

The workers have identified 18 
routes in Sandwell which they will 
drive down over coming days - cover¬ 
ing more than 620 miles - repairing 


potholes immediately as they find 
them. Typically, the teams are dealing 
with up to 25 potholes each day. 

Launching the scheme, Deputy 
leader of Sandwell Council, Councillor 
Steve Eling said: “Keeping our roads 
safe and free of potholes is a priority 
service. That is why we have acted so 
quickly now that the bad weather has 
gone. These squads will be on the road 
all day. As they find a pothole, they will 
deal with it.” 


Gunman 
at pub is 
jailed for 
10 years 

A MAN who waved and fired 
a revolver three times into 
the air outside a Smethwick 
pub has been jailed for 10 
years. 

Jason Warner blasted the 
weapon to warn off a gang he 
had been involved in a 
scuffle with in the doorway 
of the Queens Arms in 
Heath Street. 

Another man had been 
shot in the thigh inside the 
pub. Warner grabbed the 
gun and ran outside, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Prosecutor Paul Spratt 
said the defendant was in 
the pub with a friend when 
trouble flared in a corridor. 

“A gun was discharged, 
injuring a man in the thigh. 
This defendant managed to 
take hold of the firearm, left 
through the door and was 
then seen brandishing it in 
the direction of the people in 
the corridor,” Mr Spratt said. 

“Another person came out 
and the defendant retreated 
and discharged the gun 
three times into the air.” 

The court was told during 
that Warner, 32, of Rear 
View Drive, Great Barr, was 
arrested three months after 
the incident last April. 

Warner admitted possess¬ 
ing a firearm with intent. 
The court heard he had 28 
previous convictions. Geral¬ 
dine Toal, defending, said 
her client accepted he had 
acted “extremely recklessly”. 

Bus station 
knives check 

AIRPORT-STYLE metal 
detectors were set up at West 
Bromwich bus station as 
part of a campaign on knife 
crime. 

More than 500 commuters 
of all ages passed through 
the portable devices - known 
by police as knife arches - in 
four hours. 

The operation which will 
be repeated across the 
region, is the latest push in 
West Midlands Police’s 
Knives End Lives campaign. 

No knives or other illegal 
items were recovered in the 
operation at the bus station.

Three men aged 24, 30 and 33 
were arrested on suspicion of being 
involved in house burglaries. 

Det Sgt Matt Millard said: “One of 


our big priorities is tackling people 
involved in house burglaries so 
hopefully this will become a success 
story. 

“It’s still early days and inquiries 
are ongoing.” 

Hotspots 

Burglars have struck at 40 homes 
across Sandwell in recent weeks. 
And Det Sgt Millard said the goods 
were linked to the break-ins. 


Hotspots have included Hateley 
Heath, Tividale and Great Barr. 

Items stolen have included high- 
value electrical goods and jewellery. 
The crooks have been gaining entry 
through unlocked doors and 
windows. 

Police have been handing out 
property marking equipment to res¬ 
idents in certain parts of Sandwell. 


Couple made £22k in 
'breathtaking' fraud 
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A COUPLE pocketed almost £22,000 in a 
“breathtaking” two-year benefits fraud at a 
string of different addresses, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Jade Brown, aged 25, and 26-year-old David Stone forged 
documents and repeatedly lied that they were not living 
together despite having two children, one of whom was born 
during the scam. They claimed housing and council tax 
relief, income support and job seekers allowance, even

Brown and Stone, who 
was an assistant manager 
with Marriott Hotels in 
Swansea, continued the 
fraud following their move 
to a nearby house and per¬ 
sisted, following another job 
switch, when they moved to 
South Bank Road, Cradley 
Heath. 

They forged tenancy 
agreements to make it seem 
Brown was living alone and 
she said in a conversation 
with benefits staff she did 
not know Stone. 

Deception 

Meanwhile, she had 
shown off their new born 
daughter to his workmates 
and bragged on Facebook 
about them being engaged 
for years. 

She also told benefits offi¬ 
cers not to worry about state 
payouts covering only £100 
of their £150-a-week rent, 
because she would have no 
trouble making up the short¬ 
fall. Brown and Stone, now 
of Wells Road, Brierley Hill, 
admitted benefits fraud. 

Each was jailed for 12 
months but Brown’s sen¬ 
tence was suspended under 
supervision for 18 months, 
with 180 hours’ unpaid 
work, by Judge Michael 
Challinor, who told her: 
“The degree of deception 
used by both of you was 
breathtaking.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
popular dance teacher who 
taught hundreds of pupils 
during a career that spanned 
decades. 

Dorothy Woodall, who started the 
Adelphi Dance Studios in Black- 
heath, died after a short illness aged

in Greenhill Road, Halesowen, with 
her brother Donald, started to 
dance as a child. 


Her mother Nora was a pianist, 
and she learned stage and tap 
dancing before going on to learn 
ballroom. 

She then started to teach and 
from the age of 14 would hold dance 
lessons in the living room of the 
family home. 

It was thought that that’s what 
prompted her parents to buy the 
derelict old skating rink in New 
Street in West Bromwich. 

They transformed it into the 


Adelphi Ballroom, which had a 
capacity for 1,000 people. Mrs 
Woodall’s sister-in-law June Darby 
said: “Many famous artists and 
bands would play there, it was a 
wonderful place.” 

The Adelphi ballroom burned to 
the ground 25 years after it was 
opened, and is now an office block. 

While Ms Woodall would dance 
and teach, her brother Donald 
would play the saxophone and clar¬ 
inet. 


When Ms Woodall was in her 40s 
she set up the Adelphi Dance Studio 
in Beaumont Road, Blackheath, 
with her then husband Harry 
Hipkiss. 

She later married Frank Woodall. 

Ms Woodall of Kent Road, Hale¬ 
sowen continued to teach until she 
retired at the age of 81. 

Her funeral was held at Rowley 
Regis Crematorium, in Powke Lane 
on Tuesday.

Liza, the daughter of British producer 
David Goddard, moved to Australia at 15 
when her father became head of drama at 
the Australian Broadcasting Corporation.

Traffic on the west side will be 
diverted via Dudley Road East, 
Lower City Road, New Birmingham 
Road. 

Motorists are being warned that 
during the Bury Hill Road works, 
traffic on the east side will be 
diverted along Wolverhampton 
Road, Portway Road, Shidas Lane, 


Brades Road, and Brades Rise. On 
the west side, traffic will be diverted 
along Brades Rise, Brades Road, 
Dudley road East, Lower City Road, 
and New Birmingham Road. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
borough’s neighbourhood’s chief, 
said: “We can only apologise for the 
disruption. The gas work needs to be 
done and we have no control over the 
requests that come in to the 
council.” 


Homes where English 
is not main language 


THERE are more than 7,000 
households in Sandwell 
where English is not the 
main spoken language, it 
was revealed in figures 
released in the 2011 
census. 

In 7,425 households in the 
borough, 6.1 per cent, no-one has 
English or Welsh as their main lan¬ 
guage, data released by the Office 
for National Statistics showed. 

In another 1,487 households no 
adults speak English but there is a 
child aged between three and 15 for 
whom it is the first language. 

The survey, which only reports 
back every decade, was the first com¬ 
piled to reveal the proportion of 
people speaking English as their 
main language. Nationally, English 
is not the main language for about 
four million people, or eight per cent 
of the population, the data showed. 

The second most prevalent lan¬ 
guage is Polish, which is spoken by 
one per cent of the population - a 
total of 546,000 people. This is fol¬ 
lowed by Punjabi and Urdu. 

Dependent 

The data further revealed that 
around one in eight people living in 
the borough was born abroad - 
37,729 or 12.2 per cent of its 308,063 
residents. 

That compared to 8.5 per cent 
born elsewhere in 200l’s figures. 

It also emerged that seven per 
cent of households which have 
dependent children have no adults 
in employment - 8,514 out of 
121,498. 

Out of 219,508 people aged 
between 16-74, there are 3,406 who 
have never worked a day in their 
lives or 1.6 per cent, compared to 
1,200 a decade earlier. 

There are 6,937 long-term unem¬ 
ployed, or 3.2 per cent of people aged 
16-74. Of residents aged 16 or over, 
there are 85,040 or 35.2 per cent of 
241,829 who have no qualifications. 

The data also revealed there are 
4,726 single mothers not in employ¬ 
ment. The number of Christians in 
the borough dropped by more than 
10 per cent from 2001 - down from 
68.62 per cent to 55.2 per cent, or 
170,075 people.

Journalist Gary retires after 40 years

A JOURNALIST who rose to become managing 
director of a newspaper group in the South East, 
has announced his retirement after a 40-year 
career. 

Gary Matthews started his career in 1973 on 
an editorial training course with the Express & 
Star, the Chronicle’s sister paper, and its parent 
company the Midland News Association. 

He worked through the ranks from junior 
reporter covering Wombourne and Sedgley, and 
became the newspaper’s sports editor. 

He was the launch editor for a new free edition 
of the Wolverhampton Chronicle in 1980. 

“I was a very young editor on such a well- 


known newspaper at the age of 25 or 26. It was 
Christmas come early for me and I absolutely 
loved it,” said the 57-year-old, who now lives near 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

Mr Matthews was born in the former Wordsley 
Hospital in 1955. He lived at The Old Cat Inn in 
Wordsley, where his mother Winnie was landlady. 
His father, Tom, was a glasscutter at Stuart 
Crystal and put in a full day’s work there before 
going behind the bar at The Old Cat. 

After attending Lawnswood County Primary 
School, then Brierley Hill Grammar School, Mr 
Matthews joined the MNA reporters’ training 
scheme at its offices in Castle Street, Wolver¬ 


hampton. He was group Chronicle editor as the 
number of editions grew to include Dudley, 
Walsall and West Bromwich, among others. 

He was a keen footballer before his journalistic 
career took off. 

He played for Wolves as a junior and joined Wil- 
lenhall Town in 1975, scoring more than 400 
goals in a nine-year spell. He also played for 
Stourbridge and Dudley Town. 

After leaving the Chronicle in 1986, his roles 
included group editor and MD at Herts and Essex 
Newspapers. He also served as managing direc¬ 
tor of Staffordshire Newspapers before returning 
as editor for the Mercury series in Hertfordshire. 


Charity launches £lm plan 
to restore Tolkien tower 


A TOWER which inspired JRR Tolkien to write his Lord of the 
Rings trilogy will be restored under plans revealed by an 
Oldbury charity, which bought the structure for just £1. 

JRR Tolkien drew his inspiration from Perrott’s Folly tower in Birmingham to 
write the much-loved trilogy. Now bosses at Oldbury-based Trident Reach the 
People Charity are hoping to restore the tower and open it as an arts centre to 
inspire other creative people to fulfill their potential. The £1 purchase was made 
in 2009, for a peppercorn rent. But now there are plans for a £1 million revamp. 

Eccentric landowner John Perrott, who lived in Belbroughton in Worcester¬ 
shire, built the 96 ft tower in 1758 on the remains of a medieval hunting park -

ACTION to clean up a disused pub 
described as a “grot spot” after stand¬ 
ing empty for years is finally in the 
pipeline, it has emerged.

“Things are now moving forward 
quickly. Discussions are taking place 
between the council and developers. 

“At the moment a meeting has been 
arranged where both groups will meet 
on site and look at ways any future 
improvements can be moved forward.” 

Outline plans to demolish the build¬ 
ing for 38 homes were approved in 2009 
but no work was carried out. 

A campaign is under way to tidy up 
“grot spots”sites in the area. 


“pare de Rotton”, now known as 
Rotton Park. 

Benjamin Bradley, responsible for 
Perrott’s Folly at Trident Reach the 
People Charity, which provides 
housing and support for vulnerable 
people, said there were various theo¬ 
ries as to why the tower in Hagley 
Road was built. 

“The most likely is that it was an 
elaborate hunting lodge where Perrott 
could entertain guests and survey his 
land. It has also been suggested that it 
was a vantage point for Perrott to look 
at his wife’s grave 15 miles away. 

“Another more fanciful theory is 
that he used it to spy on his wife when 
he suspected her of having an affair 
with the gamekeeper.” 

Octagonal 

The impressive seven-storey struc¬ 
ture has an octagonal base and a spiral 
staircase of 139 stone steps linking the 
single rooms on each floor. 

In 1884, pioneering Birmingham 
glass-maker and meteorologist 
Abraham Follett Osier took on the 
tower and turned it into the Edgbaston 
Observatory. 

It became part of one of the world’s 
first regular weather forecasting serv¬ 
ices. The observatory was later used by 
Birmingham University. 

Tolkien grew up just a stone’s throw 
away from the tower. It is thought to 
have been the inspiration behind some 
of the imagery in The Two Towers, the 
secopnd volume of Lord of the Rings. 

In Peter Jackson’s film adaptation, 
the two towers refer to Saruman’s 
Orthanc and Sauron’s tower of Barad- 
dur. Tolkien’s illustrations of Orthanc 
are said to be based on Perrott’s Folly.

Fire rages through old 
school in arson attack 


FIREFIGHTERS were called 
to tackle a severe blaze, 
thought to have been caused 
by arsonists, at a former 
school in Rowley Regis. 

The blaze was at the old St Michael’s 
High School in Thorne Road. A resi¬ 
dent raised the alarm at about 4pm on 
Saturday. 

Police blocked off nearby roads for 
around six hours while the blaze was 
being tackled. Four youths were 
arrested in connection with the fire. 

The firefighters brought in a 
hydraulic platform to allowthem to 


douse the flames from above. A high 
pressure water jet was fired into first 
floor windows to get the fire under 
control. 

The upper floor was quickly 
engulfed by flames which spread 
though the two-storey teaching block. 
Other buildings, including the old gym, 
were saved from major damage. 

Fantastic 

Watch commander Andy Marples, of 
Oldbury Fire Station, said security 
measures including locked gates and 
metal boarded doors and windows 
were obstacles to the fire being dealt 
with quickly. “The crews did a fantastic 


job in difficult circumstances,” he said. 

Crowds of onlookers gathered to 
survey the damage. 

Residents said the buildings were 
regularly targeted by vandals since the 
school moved to Curral Road in 2011. 

One 26-year-old resident, who did 
not wish to be named, said youths had 
been breaking into the building for 
weeks. 

“We think they’ve been in there 
stealing metal and I was waiting for 
something like this to happen. The 
council needs to flatten this now before 
someone gets hurt.” 

The youths who were arrested were 
bailed pending further inquires.

Great Bridge Councillor Joanne 
Hadley said: “The market will not 
be in competition with local busi¬ 
nesses. It will be a boost. 

“I understand some of their con¬ 
cerns, but the markets will bring 
hustle and bustle to the town and 
customers. 

“And the majority of responses I 
have had to the plan have been pos¬ 
itive.”

A LIMOUSINE operator’s 
licence was revoked after 
inspectors pulled over a 
vehicle taking pupils to a 
prom night and found it was 
operating illegally. 

Sarah Farrell has been disqualified 
from holding or obtaining a licence to 
carry passengers for 12 months by 
the West Midlands Traffic Commis¬ 
sioner Nick Jones. 

He found she had been “reckless” 
in failing to check the legal status of 
her stretch Dodge limousine which 
was stopped in an inspection exercise 
by the Vehicle and Operator Services 
Agency. 

It was carrying five passengers 
from Wednesbury to a school prom at 
Banks’s Stadium on June 29 last 
year. 

Passengers 

In a recent public inquiry in Birm¬ 
ingham, it was found that Ms Farrell 
did not have the proper paperwork 
and the limo had a large number of 
seats even though her licence only 
allowed her to carry eight passengers 
or fewer. 

Mr Jones said she should have 
checked the legal status of the 
vehicle. 

He added: “Sarah Farrell has 
obtained commercial advantage in 
breaching the clear rules which were 
spelt out to her.” 

He said it had been a “flagrant 
breach of basic legal requirements”. 

He added: “I take into account the 
fact that she is not a large-scale com¬ 
mercial enterprise. Instead she is a 
naive individual who ought to have 
applied for a private hire licence from 
a local authority.”

Pub-attack 
men given 
long prison 
sentences 


TWO men who attacked a fellow pub-goer, 
biting and glassing his face, were each jailed 
for six years and three months. 

Andrew Wright and Simon Hill attacked Andrew Bell in 
The Goose, in West Bromwich High Street, last October. 
The victim needed seven stitches to a gash under his right 


eye after being bitten on the 
cheek by Hill, then struck in 
the face with a glass that 
Hill smashed on the table 
before jabbing into him. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last week that 
Wright and Mr Bell had 
been friends for 18 years. 
They fell out because Wright 
believed Mr Bell stole £50 
from his disabled son. 

Tensions 

Ms Rhiannon Jones, pros¬ 
ecuting, said tensions sur¬ 
faced when Wright spotted 
Mr Bell in the pub. He went 
over to slap his face and tell 
him to leave. 

But as Mr Bell tried to 
leave he was punched by a 
third man, who has already 
received 12 months’ super¬ 
vision for his part in the inci¬ 
dent, she said. 

In CCTV footage shown in 
court Mr Bell stumbled back 
towards Hill, of Holland 



Road, Hamstead, who 
abbed his face and bit into 
s cheek. 

Wright, of Powis Avenue, 
Tipton, punched Mr Bell 
several times before Hill hit 
Mr Bell’s face into a table, 
then smashed a glass and 
pushed it into Mr Bell’s face. 

Both defendants stamped 
on their victim. 

Ms Jones added that Mr 
Bell had given a personal 
statement describing not 
wanting to go out after the 
attack, and being concerned 
about more problems with 
the defendants. 

Mr Bernard Porter, de¬ 
fending Wright,aged 49, 
said he had drunk alcohol 
and took medication which 
affected his mood. 

Mr Akaal Sidhu, defend¬ 
ing Hill, aged 25, said his 
actions were not planned.

Call to turn old school 
site Into sports centre 


THE future of a former 
school site is in the spot¬ 
light thanks to a cam¬ 
paign by local people.

Driver, 27, sent to jail 
for 'catastrophic' crash

A GROUP which was set up to protect a 
park has been relaunched to attract new 
members.

A DRIVER whose souped- 
up car had defective tyres 
has been locked up for 11 
months for knocking down 
and “catastrophically” 
injuring a cyclist. 

Matthew Hollingshead lost 
control of his Audi A3, hit a kerb 
and a wall, and ploughed into prison 
officer Richard Bennett. 

Mr Bennett, 42, of Lower Gornal, 
was cycling home from work. He 
suffered a broken back, shattered 
shoulder, dislocated right hip, 
broken nose and damaged teeth in 
the crash on February 21 last year. 

Prosecutor Rhiannon Jones told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last 
week that off-duty Pc Richard 
Bennett thought he saw the turbo¬ 
charged engine Audi racing another 
car shortly before the smash at 
9.15pm, in Soho Way, Smethwick. 

Regrets 

“He turned to follow it and imme¬ 
diately came upon the accident. The 
Audi was at right angle with bits of 
the bicycle in the road and Mr 
Bennett lying some distance from 
the car and his bike. It was obvious 
he was very seriously injured.” 

Miss Jones said one tyre was bald 
and the others were all defective. 

Simon Worlock, defending, said: 
“He ought to have checked the tyres 
and deeply regrets that he did not. 
He is very concerned to see the state 
that Mr Bennett is in and fully 
accepts his responsibility.” 

Hollingshead, aged 27, of 
Handsworth, admitted dangerous 
driving and was jailed by Recorder 
Kevin Hegarty QC who told him: 
“You...wrecked Mr Bennett who 
suffered multiple fractures. The 
harm you caused was catastrophic 
for him.”

Shock news ended steel era 


IT was a tea break Michael Lyon 
will never forget. 

The crane operator at Round Oak Steel 
Works was in the rest room when reports 
came through on the radio that their plant 
would be closing, with the loss of 1,200 jobs. 

“It was the first we had heard about it,” he 
says. “We were totally shocked.” 

It is 30 years since Round Oak, the last 
major steel plant in the West Midlands, 
closed. Just a few years earlier, half of the 
Black Country had reverberated to the dull 
thud of the steel-making industry, the 
smoking chimneys of Round Oak, Brierley 
Hill, Patent Shaft Wednesbury, and Stewarts 
and Lloyds, Bilston, forming the skyline. 

By Christmas 1982 they were all gone.

Bilston closed in 1979, and Patent Shaft fol¬ 
lowed. Hopes that this would secure the 
future of Round Oak, which had been about 
to celebrate its 125th anniversary, melted 
away like a lump of pig iron in a furnace. 

Michael, now 71, had been with the 
company for 14 years when the plant closed. 
His son Ian, an apprentice bricklayer there, 
also lost his job. “I enjoyed going to work 
every day, I don’t think there are a lot of 
people who can say that,” he says. 

Round Oak was founded in 1857 by the 
Earl of Dudley, as an outlet for the pig iron 
from the blast furnaces which proliferated 
the area. At the height of the industrial rev¬ 


olution, most of the world’s iron was made 
within 20 miles of the plant. 

The earl already owned coal and iron 
mines, limestone quarries, sand-pits and 
blast furnaces, and his agent Richard Smith 
saw a large, modern ironworks as the 
perfect way to use these resources. 

He bought 28 acres of land, a private 
railway, mines and minerals under the land 
from the Earl of Aberdeen, and the plant 
quickly built up a reputation, winning a 
medal at the 1862 International Exhibition 
for “fine collection of iron of good quality”. 

As steel began to replace iron in the 1880s, 
the plant was rebuilt on a much larger scale. 

Michael, of Kinver, says jobs at Round 
Oak were much sought after when he joined 


as a 27-year-old in 1968. At its peak, 3,000 
people were employed at the 50-acre site, 
but the 1970s saw a big fall in demand and 
1,750 jobs were cut in the three years prior 
to closure. 

After leaving Round Oak Michael set up 
taxi and window cleaning businesses. 

The main office block in Dudley Road sur¬ 
vives, but the site is now home to the Water- 
font offices, with Merry Hill shopping centre 
nearby. Michael says: “I can still recognise 
where I worked, in the No. 3 bay, right oppo¬ 
site the Blue Brick pub.” Occasionally he 
goes back to the site do a spot of shopping, 
but not very often. 

But he adds: “They’ve had my job off me - 
they’re not having my money, too. ”

Keeping Faith 
with style icon

A section of the Hawthorns crowd made 
Walker the target of their ire as they saw a 
decent chance to return to winning ways 
blown apart by Popov’s moment of madness. 

But the majority, along with the Macedon¬ 
ian’s angry manager and team-mates, 
directed their fury straight at the shamed 
full-back after he spat towards Walker fol¬ 
lowing a heated verbal exchange just three 
minutes into the second half. 

Solid 

After Odemwingie’s week of ranting and 
raving and Popov’s loss of control, at least 
the Hawthorns coffers will be swelled by a 
weighty deposit of fines. However, that will 
offer little comfort for Clarke. 

His side are now winless in eight games 
after the solid first-half foundations they 
laid finally gave way to Gareth Bale’s sledge¬ 
hammer once Popov’s act of petulance 
removed a vital brick. 

In the wake of Odemwingie’s bizarre 
meltdowns in deadline week, another loss of 
control from a crowd hero was the last thing 
Clarke needed - especially with his side 
threatening to rediscover something like 
their early-season form during a hugely 
encouraging opening 45 minutes. 

The head coach was bold in naming a two- 


man forward line against one of the top 
flight’s most dangerous sides. 

And, had Shane Long and Romelu 
Lukaku shown a little more composure at 
key moments before half-time, the policy 
might well have paid off handsomely. 

The pair combined effectively as early as 
the fifth minute when Long raced onto a 
Lukaku flick and looked primed to score, but 
his first touch took him away from goal and 
his second knocked the ball out of play as a 
good chance went begging. 

Clint Dempsey headed harmlessly wide 
after a good run and cross by Aaron Lennon 
for Spurs and Baggies keeper Ben Foster 
had to be alert to race out and clear after 
Jermain Defoe had raced onto a long ball. 

But it was the Baggies who looked the 
more likely scorers and they should have 
been in front midway through the first half. 

A clever pass from Graham Dorrans 


released Long in the box, but the Irishman 
failed to connect firmly enough with his shot 
and Hugo Lloris made a smart, low save. 

Long was denied again by the Frenchman 
while Lukaku blazed over from a decent 
position, although the half ended with 
Foster pushing Gareth Bale’s dipping effort 
over the crossbar. 

A combination of discipline and invention 
meant things looked promising as the 
players retired for the interval and Clarke 
required more of the same after the break. 
Regrettably, Popov did not get the memo. 

With fans still taking their seats for the 
second period, he battled for the ball then 
exchanged words with Walker. 

Then, inexplicably, the Macedonian 
appeared to spit in the direction of the Spurs 
full-back with referee Mark Clattenburg 
wasting no time in showing an instant red 
card. That forced Baggies boss Steve Clarke 


to sacrifice striker Lukaku in bolstering his 
backline with Liam Ridgewell and the 
balance of the game shifted completely. 

The visitors ratcheted up the pressure 
and, with the Baggies dropping deeper by 
the minute, the dam broke on 67 minutes. 

Albion appealed for offside against Lewis 
Holtby but the flag rightly stayed down, the 
move continued and Bale evaded the chal¬ 
lenge of James Morrison before hammering 
a left-footed shot into the top corner. There 
was no way back for the Baggies who, with 
players out on their feet, never threatened 
to trouble Lloris in the visitors’ goal. 

There was still time for Jonas Olsson to 
lose his head, too, aiming an angry gesture 
at fans in the Halfords Lane Stand as frus¬ 
trations boiled over. 

It was another moment of madness for 
Clarke to deal with in a week when the 
players have done him few favours.
